27.  Any  person,  m.ale  or  female,  who  is  the  sole 
head  of  a family,  or  any  male  who  Ir.is  attained  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  .shall,  on  making  application  in 
the  form  A in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  be  entitled  to 
obtain  homestead  entry  for  any  quantity  of  land  not 
exceeding  one  quarter  section,  and  being  of  the  class 
of  hind  open,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to 
homestead  entry.
